An artide in tha Tukan Aaahi of 21 Oc toter 1951 . oalled "tha Clattering of MU- 
itaxy Boets," naoad as supporters of ffi^TTORI T^akushlro a group of psrsons had 
been obsarvad at the Deiooblleatlon Bureau conferrlng with ^^TTORI by TAKAJCURA^ a 
oontact of TsmCAM)T0 Makoto. Slnoe sone of the persons listed vere not neiBbers c 
of the HATTORI group, HATTORI concluded that TÅKAKORA had Identlfled the ^Poup 
as his supporters from seetpg them in his offioe and had passed the information 
on to TSUKAMDTO, vho has vritten the Aaahi art^le, TSDKAMDTO denied tbat he 
had bad aiQrthing to do wit^ the artide, and MASUiQA Hiaao, de^ly chief of the 

uall 7 based on infomiatlon aupplied ty former Japaneee haTal officers. feel- ( 
ing against TSOKAHOTO in the HATTORI £^up, hovever, vas alreaty final 7 establlslvfe==^ 
ed. One groi^ member even proposed some puniHve neasure .agednst TSUKAMOTO, but

T£[pKAk>TO*e relations vltb vere aentloned in anotber nevspaiw artide, In- 

the Tomiuri Shtybun, in earl^ 1952. TSUKAMDTO gave an interviev to a reporter but 
clalmed the re^rter did not qoote hlm correctlj. Be denied the statement in tha 
artide that he uas Inlmlcal to HATTORI, Almtng that be had no f saling for HATTORI 
ons U8T or the other but that he did feel iJapanese mllltaxT officers,- vho vore 
dlrectly invdved vith the conduct of the var in vhloh Japan vas def^ted, should have 
no^ d^eot part in the nation* s reamament, but should naks thelr oohtrlbutions to 
it Indlreetly. 

HATTORI has shovn oonsldarahls Interest in TSØXAMDTO and^oeives reports on his 
activlties from imitual frlends. Same of HATTQRI* s mtoizr§ge feel that he regaids 
TSUKAiCTO as a TOlltical opronent. HATTORI réfused an offer to meet State Minister 
OKAZAEI Katsu^^cause TSOKAMOTO's preaence vas made a oonditlon of the introduotion.
